“Liberal Republicans” at 
Cincinnati. Later his nomination was 
endorsed by the Democratic National 
convention. 
Overwhelming defeat at 
the polls broke Greeley’s heart, and 
he died in a few months. 
Conditions are very much the same 
now as then. 
General Grant was not 
a puppet to do the bidding of ambi­ 
tious leaders. 
They son gilt to des­ 
troy him because they could not bend 
him to their wishes. 
The same m al­
